Sir, this Bill IS being introduced in conformity With 
the Government of India's policy with a view to promote 
the housing schemen^ and to afford facilities for extension of 
housing schemes and to comstitute a bo^ corporate to be 
able to take tip tfa^ cociiairuotlon df houses on a large scfale 
and with facilities to obtain' money ialso from sources that 
may be available. 

In the Statement of Objects and Eeasions, thia has been 
clearly explained. The Hyderabad Housing Board Act, 
1956 (Hyderabad Act XI^ VI of 19S6>prov^ea for taking 
measures to deal with an(i satisfy tlie need of housing ac- 
commodation and ?6t the>st4bllshftient of a Board for that 
purpo^. ^li-e^ct^d^' to the/Tdangana^area of this State an* 
provision k made in section^ 1 0) of, ,tlie Act to ^ brmg Mb 
Act into force by a notification in the Q-a^ett<&.

This IS a very progressive measure especially m view 
of the difficulties that are bemg experienced m regard to 
housing problems and. the angiendments that have been sug- 
gested by Government also give a complete form Therefore, 
Sir, I would suggest that this Bill may be considered in a^ 
very expeditious manner and passed today only. 

The salient features of this Bill are as follows. The 
Housing Board Will come up, consisting of 7 membeis in- 
cluding the Chairman : The Chairman and the members 
shall be appointed by the (Government and their, term of 
oifice Will be for 3 years; they ar^ eligible for reappoint- 
ment; the Ci^irman may hold the post honorarily ,or may be 
taken on remuneration ; the Board will haye powers to 
initiate and take up execution of housing schemes, to 
acquire land, ftnalixe acquisition proceedings by, appointing 
a tribunal and to raisa lostns* 

With the formation of the Board, the 0* L B* in Hyde- 
rabad and the City Improvement Trust m Secunderabad 
wiH be abolished; and the new Housing Board will inherit 
all the assets and liabilities of these two institutions. There- 
is provision in the Act for the^ transfer of officers taken 
from these institutions to the new Board or to Grovernment 
service and vice ver#a; the Government have powers to 
exercise supervisioipi a-nd con-^'rol over ihe Board, they ^ b^re-

Civil Courtj but it is surprising "^o note that; what procedure 
the Tndunal should follow has not been defined m the 
Principal Act itself.
